The SEVENTH REPORT of the Commissioners ap- 
pointed ta examine, take, and flate, the PUBLIC AC- 
COUNTS of the Kingdom. 


[Concluded from our paper of Wednefday laft.] 


HE making up and examination of the accounts is con- 
duéted in the following manner: —Every quarter the 
accountant collects together from his deputies, afhiltants, and 
clerks, all the vouchers for the payments made by them during 
that quarter: They are abftratted, digefted under heads, and 
bundled up together, The abitract is produced to the Com- 
mander in Chief, for his infpection and approbation ; and in or- 
der to obtain a final warrant for the amonnt of the ab{tract, the 
vouchers are ready for his infpection, if he requires is. This 
is the firlt check to which the account is to be fubmitted. It 
is not to be imagined, that the many important objects th:t mutt 
continually engrofs the attention of the General of an army, 
will afford him either leifure or patience. to examine volumi- 
nous bundles of vouchers: He may fometimes, upon 2 tran- 
fient view of the abftraét, find fome article that excites his cu- 
riofity to call for an explanation ; but he cannot poflibly enter 
into the detail, or minutely examine into the circumftances 6f a 
complicated receipt ; and, therefore, unlefs fuch an inftance oc- 
curs for infpeftion, the vouchers are left unexamined in the 
hands of the accountant, and the Commander in Chief depends 
upon his honvur that-he has them in his poffefhon.- 

After the final warrant is obtained, this abftra&t and the 
vouchers are fent home to be examined, that the account may 
be paffed in the office of the Auditors of the - Ati 
utterly impoffible the vouchers, can be fafficiently {crutinifed in 
this office, for want of evidence. The accountant is the pro- 
per.perfon to give them information ; and he, very poflibly, is 
not privy to the payment, or to any onc circumftance ftated in 
the voucher. © 7 

Charles Harris, Efq; one of the Deputy Auditors of the 
Impreft, tells us the grounds upon which a voucher, for a pay- 
ment for the extraordinary fervice abroad, is, and of necefliry 
mutt be allowed, in that office :—If it contains a certain fum 
received, the fignature of a perfon receiving, and a juft compu-

tation, and agrees with the abftratt, it is dzemed and admitted . 


as a fair voucher: For the truth of it, they rely upon the oath 
taken by the accountant before the Barons of the Exchequer, 
when he paffes his account. In fact, in thofe accounts which 
have been already paffed in this office, no enquiry feems to have 
been made into the truth of the vouchers, whatever queftions 
might arife upon the face of them. By the form of this oath, 
which we obtained from the office of the Auditors of the Im- 
preft, the accountant {wears that the account is juft and true, 
according to the belt of his knowledge and belief. Thefe lat- 
ter words muft, a’ we conceive, be interpreted by him fo to 
qualify the oath, as to enable him td fwear with fafery to thofe 
items of his account, of the tranfacting 6f which he has no o- 
ther knowledge, than what the vouchers themfelves give him, 
and where he knows nothing of the perfons who tranfact them; 
except, probably, their general characters: No great reliance 
then can be had, for the truth of the voucher, upon the oath of 
the aceountant ; becaufe that oath, fu worded, is no additional 
evidence of its truth, 

From thus tracing the voucher; from the Pay-dffice of the 
department in North America to the office of its final exami- 
nation in England, it appears that the Public may be defratid- 
ed in a tranfadtion, and yet the voucher of that tranfagtion may 
pafs through all its ftages of examination unfufpeéted and un- 
impeached, and be {worn to by the accountant, without the vi- 
olation of his oath, Various are the ways atid means by which 
the fraud may be committed : The agreement or purchale may 
be made by collufion: ‘The fubject matter of the receipt may 
be falfe in quantity or quality: The fervice over-rated, or not 
performed : ‘The fum inferted may be more than the fun dona 
fide paid: The receipt may be obtained by compulfion or col- 
lufion, upon falfe or forged certificates: It may have been fign- 
ed in blank, and filled up afterwards with fulfe fums, or figned 
with a feigned name; and yet the voucher may be fair upon 
the face of it; and thefe grofs frauds would efcape detestion. 

Thefe fuggettions are not mere furmifes ; they reft not on 
bare poffibility or imagination ; they are warranted by what we 
have obferved in the accounts of the Quarter-Matter-General, 
Which have been pafled in the Office of the Auditors of the 
Impreft. Certain vouchers have been tnere admitted as evi- 
dence of payments, to perfons who nevér did in fact receive, 
hor could be fuppoted likely to be entrufted with the receipt of 
the fums inferted in thefe vouchers: ‘I'he receipts for the hire 
of the drivers, waggons, and horfes, (no inconfiderable fum) 
#re not in truth what they purport tobe upon the face of them: 
They carry the appearance of, and are produced as the receipt 
“a eertain fam by the perfon whofe name or fignature is {ey 


®Mot appear as a voucher for the accountant, 
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Oppofite to that fum ; the fam is compounded of the hire of the 
driver, waggon, and horfes, fora certain time ; but the man re- 
ceiving, or figning, or fetting his mark to the receipt, is ufual- 
ly the driver only, frequently a negro, or fome perfon im the 
loweft capacity, to whom nothing would be entrufted ; he is the 
oftenfible receiver of the whole, whereas he in truth receives a 
very trifling part of it, his own wages only: The remainder, 
being the hire of the waggon and horfes, is paid or accounted 
for to the officer to whom they belong, but whofe receipt does 
The artificers and 
Jabourers are paid by lifts, in like manner with the drivers, not 
individually in the office of the department, but by the over- 
feers, who receive the grofs amount of the lift, and, after ha- 
ving paid it, bring it back to the office, with the names of the 
perfons receiving fet oppofite to the fums they were to receive. 
. Since the drivers (and very numerous they “pe are prevail- 
ed upon or induced by cuftom to fign receipts for fums they 
never receive, there may be reafons or inducements for the like 
practice in various, other branches of the expenditure; and in 
every inftance of this kind the voucher is mot true. 
. Having been informed that fome meafures had been taken 
by the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury for the purpofe of 
controuling the expenditure of this money in North America, 
we iffued to them our precept for copies of the commiffions 
and inftruftions given to the Commiffaries of Accounts in 
North America, and extracts of their correfpondence relative 
thereto: In confequence of this requifition, we received the co- 
py of a commiffion, dated the 15th of February 1779, appoint- 
ing Major Duncan Drummond Commiffary of Accounts, to 
examine, audit, and certify all accounts whatfoever of money 
due for forage, bread, and. provifions, furnifhed by contraét, or 
otherwife, and delivered for the ufe of the army and hofpirals, 
and for all other extraordinary fervices. The fame power had 
been before delegated to Daniel Chantier, Efq; by commiffion, 
dated the 1ft of February 1777, but does not appyar to have 
been ever executed. We find, by papers tranfimitted to us 
with this commifhion, (fome of which we have inferted in the 
appendix) that in purfuance of that commiffion, and of direc- 
tions and inftru@tions relative thereto, trabfmine from time 
to time from the Lords Commiffionets of the Treafury to the 
Commanders in Chief, and the Commiflary of Accounts, fome 
progrefs has been made in carrying the powers of that coinmif- 
fion into execution ; but how far it has been effectual to the 
prevention or diminution of the evil; it has not been in our 
power to difcover. O VME Po ete Cee 

Of the ten millions arid upwards that have been iffued for 
thefe fervices to North América, within the laft fix years, ac- 
counts of a few officers only, amounting ta.about 3,100,0c0 ft 
have been as yet rendered in the proper office. The accounts 
of about 140,000]. more are ready 5. {6 that. the expenditure 
of 8,760,000 I. {till remains to be accounted for. , 

By amr account fromr the yeatly: average @umBe?’ of his Mi. 
jefty’s forces ferving at New York, atid its dependencies, froni 
the rft of January 1776, to the 31ft of December 1780, ex- 
tracted from returns of thofe forces made to us from the Wart 
Office, purfuant to our tequifition, it appears that the number 
of the forces decreafed every year from 1778; but, from the 
account of thé contractors for remitting, the iffue for the ex- 
traordinary fervices of that army greatly emcreafed during the 
fame period. 

In the account of the iffues to the officers in the four depart- 
ments, we, find thar the warrants iflued to the Quarter Matters: 
General, fince the t6th of July 19780, and to the Barrack- 
Matfters-General, fince the 29th of June 1780, apd to the 
Commiffaries-General,. fince the 25th of May 1778, have been 
all temporary, for fums on account ; that no final warrant has 
been granted fince thofe feveral periods : So that thefe fams 
have been iffued, without even. the ceremony of a quarterly ab- 
ftract, and the confidential reliance off the officer that his vouch- 
ers are forthcoming. ' 

Of thefe tei millions, there have been iffued to Canada, be- 
tween the 1ft of June 1776, and the 23d of Odtober lait 
2,236,029 |. 14s. 7d, a province; whofe military operations, 
fince the year 1777, the Public are not miade acquainted with. 
This iffue has been encreafing every year, and no apparent rea- 
fon for it; and Upon the expenditure in this province there ex> 
ifts no check or céntroul, that we know of} whatever, . 

Thefe are circumftaiices of fufpicion and alarm. The ordi- 
nary forms of examination aid accounting are neither compie- 
henfive nor {trong enough to embrace the various circumftan- 
ces of this eXpenditure : They call for a mitiute; accurate, and 
rigid inveltigation ; but none fuch can, as we appretend, be 
obtained in this kingdom ; the evidence effentially neceffary for 
that purpofe cannot be procured here. Should. it be thought 
propet to fubjeét thefe accounts to fuch 4 {crutiny, we devife or 
f{uggeft no method of obtaining this end, udlels the Léegiflature 
fhould think proper to refer all of them to at eXamination in 
North America, by perfons intelligent in the fiibjeét matter, 
and unconnected with the expenditure } who thay enquire into 
every circumttance of the tranfa€tion, and have fécourle to eve- 
ry perfon concetned in it ; and who miay be authotifed and di- 
rected to examine into the whdle expenditute, as well of the 
antecedent a8 fubfequent iffues. ‘The Commanders in Chief 
may be enjoined to give them their countenance, proteétion, and 
fupporty and not jo grant warants for the payment of any arti- 
cle of thefe expences, without the teftimony of their allowance. 
The difavowance of the voucher comes too late after payment. 
By a check and controul thus eftablithed upon. the {pot, and by 
an able arid con{Cientious execution of fnch a ttult, the Public

__“ The feverity of our duty is confiderably relaxed,’ by are 
inforcement to our garrifon of 1200 Germans, who feem to be 
men chofen exprefsly for our purpofe, their conltitutions fen- 
dering them capable of bearing much fatigue, which they feem 
averfe to from inclination. Since their arrivaly ¢ 
effort has been made for giving additional {trength to our forti« 
fications, which are in fuch a ftate, as to keep the enemy at a 
refpedtable diftance, though it mult de confeffed, we fometimes 
fuffer from their fhot, great numbers of which are ¢ont:nualh 
firing againft us. Our confumption being fo uch tncreaied 
fince the arrival of the German troops, we begit to have fome 
alarm on the {core of provifions, of which, however, we hope 
to have a good fupply with Lord Howe, whofe arrival is im- 
patiently expected, as, from what we can. learn, if he is not 
foon here, he will have a formidable power at fea ta contend 
with. The activity of our veteran commander, and the fatigue 
he fultains, are truly altonifhing for a man of his years ; his be 
nevolence, and kind encouraging condefcenfion, have gained 
him the entire affection of his little garrifon, in whofe. minds 
his bravery and humanity revive the recolleétion of the -laté 
Marquis of Granby. Our people are difpleafed with him for 
the little regard he has of his own fatety.” a

* Siace the ariival of Mr Firzherbert in Paris, that gentle= 
man has had feveral conferences with Count D’Aranda, the 
Spanith Ambaffador, and the Englift Envoy came here yefter- 
day with the Count, in the carriage of the latter’, to meet Monf. 
de Vergennes. They were all thiee clofetted for near three 
hours, after which the Coynt aiid Mr. Fitzherbert returned to 
Paris: It was foon rumoured that Monf. de Vergennes and 
his Excellency appeared very Cool at parting, atid that the lat- 
ter had refufed a forma/ invitation to {tay at ditiner. What was 
the particular point on which the long conferefice turned, is 
known fully ofily to three perfoins who attended ; but it is ge= 
nerally fpoken of, in the circles ‘about Verfailles, that the dif- 
ference which arofe between olir Prime Minifter, abd the Spa 
nith Ambaflador, was not telative wo any particular point, bit 
on a general, or kind of preliminary fabje&. It is faid, chat 
in the courfe of cynverfation, de Vergennes obferved td 
Mr Fitzherbert, ‘“ That it was in Vain for the Court of Lon- 
don to think of a feparate peace with any one of the powers eit= 
gaged in the prefeat war, as they wére a// fo bound t6 oe 4- 
nother, that no ove of them could make a feparate peace.”-- 
To this, the Ambaflador is faid to have inftantly replied, and 
with fome degree of precipitation, * ‘That it was impoffible for 
him té fnbfcribe to that opinion ; for though he did aot believe 
that the King his mafter had any intention ta treat, bat in con= 
{inte with the other powers at war with England, ftill, this 
Vas.a matter of will and inclination, Hot of duty, as the Court 
of Spain was Act under any engagements not to treat te- 
ly: For the proof of this; he appealed to the Menional, of

de Aranda retarted to Paris, he difpatched a courier to Ma- 
drid.

INDING in your paper of the 16th inftant, fome unpar- 
donable miftakes, under the title of Memoirs of Gent- 
nat Extiott *, I was in hopes fome of his family or friends 
would have taken notice of it; but as no ‘perfon has thought 
proper to do fo, except a good ** O/d Soldier,” in this day’s 
Herald, from George’s, who, though he feems to efteem the 
General, as every one who knows him muit do, yet is not fuf- 
ficiently acquainted with the early part of his life to do dway 
the imputed feandal of his being apprenticed to a tailor. Per- 
mit, therefore, another Old Soldier, acquainted with him from 
his firit entrance into the army, to give you a very fhort and 
lain account of the commencement of that acquaimance. —-— 
fn the year.1735 F was a Lieutenant of the 23d regiment of 
foot, or Royal Welth Fufileers, then commanded by General 
Sabine, Governor of Gibraltar, who refided there ; the regi- 
ment was then quartered at the Canongate of Edinburgh : Go- 
ing out one morning with my report of the guard to Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Peers, whe then commanded, I met there Sir 
Gilbert Elliott, with his fon George Auguftus Elliott, the pre- 
fent Governor of Gibraltar. His bufinefs I found with the Co- 
Jonel, was to get leave for his fou, who was tall and wellmade, 
to carry arms, as a volunteer or cadet, in our grenadier compa- 
ny ; which being readily granted, he was introduced tothe offi- 
cers, and was a volunteer in that corps for a twelvemonth of 
more, He was jult come from finifhing his ftudies at Leyden, 
and with a perfec& knowledge of the claflics, {poke the French 
and German languages, and fenced well: Being in other re- 
fpests thoroughly well-bred, and of polished manners, the offi- 
vers of his mefs, of which I was one, took great pleafure im his 
company. He had been, while abroad, in fome of the Pruf- 
fian garrifons, and often fpoke im raptures of their difcipline, 
efpecially of that of their huffars and light troops, and would 
often entertain us with going through part of their manual, 
with all that exaétitude of motion which fo {trongly marks good 
difcipline. I mentida this to thew, that, even at this time, he 
was a foldier au ceur.—From the 23d he went into the En- 
pincer corps at Woolwich and made great progrefs in that {tu- 
dy, until his uncle Colonel Elliott, of the 2d troop of horfe 
grenadiers, brought him in a3 Adjutant to that corps ;—and 
here, Sir, he laid the foundation of that difcipline which has 
rendered thofe two troops the fineft corps of heavy cavalry in 
Europe, the Hanoverian body-guards, of the mufketeers of 
Frahce, not excepted. With thefe tréops he went upon fer- 
viee to Germany, and ‘vas with us at the battke of Dettingen; 
he rofe to rank ia it, and quitted it in the year 1759—I be- 
lieve when he was made Colonel of the firlt regiment of light 
dragoons which he now commands, and which has been the 
patterh reginrent, both in regard to difcipline and appointment, 
to the many light dragodn troops and regiments that have been 
raifed {ince in our fervice: ‘The General was fecond in com- 
niand at the taking the Havanaah lait war ; was afterwards ap- 
poiared Commander in Chief in Ereland, and from that, happi- 
y for this nation, was fent by his Majelty to command at Gi-
